RUBBISH TIP 
_ PLAN HiT 
BY SOCIETY 


Williamstown conservationists have asked 
Altona Council to abandon its plans to use the 
former Truganina explosives reserve as a tip site.

In a letter ‘to council 
the executive and mem- 
bers of the Williamstown 
Conservation and Plan- 
ning. Society suggested 
that: serious  consider- 
ation be given to retain- 
ing ‘the reserve as a 
natural foreshore recrea- 
tional area at a time 

» when “many such natu- 
ral areas on_ bayside 

. fronts are quickly dis- 
appearing”. 

The society believes 
that with the extensive 
industrial and residential 
development planned for 
the western suburbs in 
the future, an area such 
as the reserve would pro- 





vide a necessary recrea- 
tion zone, unique in Mel- 
bourne. 


In its letter to council 
the society said its mem- 
bers were seriously con- 
cerned with the 
conditions under which 
Altona Council con- 
ducted its tipping and 
land fill activities ad- 
jacent to The Pines scout 
camp. 

The society said it had 
noticed that council had 
built a fence at approxi- 
mately high water level 
on the foreshore of this 
area, and was filling the

Until the old stocks 
were used, they would be 
issued, but not according 
to the travellers’ sex. 

Neither men nor women 
should be offended if they 
received what appeared to 
be the wrong ticket, the 
spokesman said.
